HUN PLANE BROUGHT DOWN 


FRENCH ESTABLISHED ON AVRE RIVER 


With the French Armies in the Field, August 


6 — 2:10 P. M.—French troops today maintained 
their bridgeheads across the Vesle river despite the 
German counter attacks. A mill on the edge of the 
village of Braisne on the Vesle, 6 miles northwest 
of Fismes, was occupied by the French during the 
night. Two bridges there were also seized. The 
Germans are still holding out there. 


Machine gun batteries have been installed in 


Braisne and the enemy is resisting there. Artillery 
of the enem}' is heavily shelling the Aisne, Vesle 
and Oise river. 


Further north, the French are solidly establish- 


ed along the bank of the river Avre, north of 
Braches, and Neuville wood.
